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PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
ALLIED OCCUPATION CURRENCY: 
AN INTERESTING FIELD

Some of the most interesting paper money to come 
out of the Second World War also happens to be some 
of the most accessible — collectors rarely are so for- 
tunate! The interesting, accessible currency is the five 
splendidly engraved series brought with them by Allied 
troops as they moved into Italy, France, Austria, Ger- 
many and Japan. It is perhaps fitting that the notes 
possessing most to capture the enthusiasm of the col- 
lector prove to be those for the last-won areas of occu- 
pation, Germany and Japan. Our illustrated note, from 
the German series, shows the fine tracery which coupled 
with bright colouring to make the issue a particularly 
pleasing one to collect. 

The five series represent an area in which the begin- 
ning collector can dabble at very little cost — and 
where the advanced student can hunt as he will to 
search out elusive high values in the prime condition 
his collection demands. There’s something for every- 
body. Veterans brought back the lower denomination 
notes by the wad, and stamp and curio shops are 
glutted with them to this day. Yet you can pick up 
interesting specimens if you know what to watch for. 
We tried making the rounds of New York dealers this 
summer, and acquired a fascinating assortment for 
under a dollar. The secret is to know how and what 
to collect. 

The Italian issue, dated 1943, is labeled “Allied Mil- 
itary Currency” and “Issued in Italy”. The four smaller 
values are squarish, bordered in a distinctive colour and 
having their basic inscription r black over a pale brown 
harvesting scene. The 1, 2, 5 and 10 lire are bordered, 
respectively, in blue, violet, green and black. The higher 
denominations, which approximate dollar dimensions, 
repeat the same colour sequence with 50, 100, 500 and 
1,000 lire notes. 

The initial 1943 Italian series was particularly vu! 
nerable to alteration, and was succeeded by the ‘1943- 
A”’ issue, bearing values in words as well as in figures. 
Denominations were from 5 lire through 1,000 lire, and 
the “1943-A” notes are somewhat the more common of 
the two types. 

Issues for France, dated 1944, are perhaps the best 
known of Allied occupation money: the squarish 2, 5, 
and 10 francs, with their respective green, blue and 
reddish-purple overprints, are familiar to many col- 
lectors, as is their “tricolour’’ reverse. The higher de- 
nominations, 50, 100, 500 and 1,000 francs, are dollar- 
sized, with overprints in reddish-purple, blue, brown 
and orange-red. All have the waving French “‘tricolour” 
flag on reverse, but were reissued with modified in- 
scriptions as true French money, the “tricolour’”’ being 
replaced by the word “France”. A ‘5,000’ was prepared, 
but not released: the Chase-Manhattan Bank Museum 
of Moneys of the World, New York, has a “specimen” 
note of this denomination. The overprint is green. 

Issues in marks came in eight denominations, of 
three sizes with characteristic overprints. Further 
they are coded to reveal the authority of issue, for 
Separate notes were released in each of the four 
zones of occupation. Squarish notes are the %

(green), 1 (blue) and 5 marks (reddish-purple), while the 10 
mark (illustrated) is of intermediate size, and overprinted in 
blue. Higher denominations, dollar-sized, are the 20, 50, 100 and 
1,000 marks, respectively overprinted in red, blue, reddish-pur- 
ple, and green. 


The serial number provides the key to the Zone of issue: 
numbers beginning with a “1” are of the American Zone, a “‘O”, 
British, two or more zeros, French, and a dash, Russian — 
printed in Russia from plates produced in the United States. 
The American Zone generally proves the most elusive, and not 
all denominations were released in all Zones. 


The Australian series, labeled “Serie 1944 - in Oesterrich 
Ausgegeben”, shows evidence of British craftsmanship on most 
denominations, as distinct from the work on the other four 
occupation series, which is strikingly American. Denominations 
are a 50 groschen and, in schillings, 1, 2, 5, 10, 20, 25, 50, 100, 
and 1,000. 


The ‘“‘yen” issues, for Japan and neighboring areas, strike us 
as the most attractive, with vivid colours and pleasing scroll- 
work and background effects. The notes are of three standard 
sizes, are designated “Military Currency” and Series 100”, and 
are overprinted in characteristic hues. Further, the notes bear 
a large “A” or “B”, a further series designation. “A” notes, 
particularly in higher denominations, prove excessively scarce. 
Values, with squarish format, are the 10 sen, 50 sen and 1 yen; 
of the intermediate size, the 5 and 10 yen; and, of dollar size, 
the 20, 50 and 100 yen. 


The “yen” series shares with the Italian issue the “A-8-A” 
(letter, then eight digits, then another letter) type of serial 
number, familiar on United States notes. Serial numbers rever- 
ted to unity for the start of the “B” series, but ran on, sequent- 
ially, through the changeover from ‘1943” to “1943-A” Italian 
notes. 


The vivid colours on many of these notes did not stand up 
well to circulation, and prime condition commands a good pre- 
mium on scarcer notes. Little literature is available on these 
series, and much research remains to be done. Many anecdotes 
concerning this occupation money and how it functioned deserve 
recording while they are relatively fresh in the minds of those 
who saw it used.

Like every com- 
modity in life if it has a high trade in value, it will be in demand. 
Gold coins always has an interest, especially if the gold standard 
should increase from $35.00 per oz. to say fifty. Many will be sitting 
pretty. Confederate and Broken Bank notes which are fairly acces- 
sible are still being sold at low prices, which makes it easier for a 
collector to save. Canadian coins, although still considered as foreign 
have become very popular with the collector and is drifting into a 
separate series from foreign. 


The Criswell brothers, is said to be working hard at getting 
their 2nd edition out. Their editions of listings and new varieties 
has done much for the new interest in this series.

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NUMISMATIC 
QUESTION - ANSWER BOX 


By C. Lynn Glaser 











Q. Is the dollar bill signed by Robert B. Anderson with the star be- 
fore the serial number and without “In God We Trust” a collectors 
item ? Mrs. I. G., Vici, Okla. 


A. “Star Notes” are used for replacement of imperfectly processed 
currency. Any sheet of currency having more than eight imperfect 
notes is replaced with a new sheet of 18 notes (For non “In God We 
Trust” bills) or a half sheet of 16 notes (for “In God We Trust” 
notes which are produced on 32 instead of the old 18 subject sheets). 
Sheets having less than 9 defective billes are replaced with single 
notes. The Result is that the current procedure of replacing whole 
sheets or half sheets with star notes has made them more plentiful. 
However some collectors save star notes and it’s possible that in the 
future old series notes with stars will command a premium. 


Q. What happened to the original Mint Building? 


A. The First Mint Building erected in 1792 was in addition to being 
the first Mint was also the first building constructed for public use 
by the New United States Government. The “History of the United 
States Mint” written by George Evans in 1885 says this “the original 
mint is still standing and is being used as a carpenter shop’. The 
building, located at Seventh Street below Arch in Philadelphia was 
torn down in 1907 by Frank Stewart after he made an effort to have 
the government preserve it as a national shrine. On December 17, 
1792 Coiner Henry Voight wrote “Struck Off a few pieces of copper 
coins” when the mint was being demolished two Silver Center Cent 
blanchets were found. I have stood on that corner many times and 
it’s always fun to think back to the days of George Washington 
when that site was occupied by an opperational mint turning out 
coins for our nations forefathers! 


Q. Do all U.S. coins have unlimited legal tender? 


A. Numerous bills of financial legislation were passed in 1933 in an 
effort to weaken the depression. Among them was the Legal Tender 
Act passed on June 5, 1933, which granted these powers: All coins 
and currency of the United States previously or here after issued 
shall be legal tender for debts, taxes, duties et cetera (except trade 
dollars and gold coins). This bill apparently abolished all distinctions 
then in existance (such as fractional currency not being good in 
amounts over $5.00.) Just the same, the government takes a dim 
view of people who pay their income tax in pennies. So don’t try it. 


Q. What does R-1, R-2, R-3, etc. mean? 


A. These numbers refer to a rarity scale R-1 means rarity 1 which 
indicates that only a certain number of a coin are in existance. There 
are several rarity scales in existance but the one that is most com- 
mon is the Sheldon Scale. It is R-1 (over 1,250 items estimated in 
collector’s hands); R-2 (501 to 1250 items known); R-3 (201 to 500); 
R-4 (76-200); R-5 (31 to 75); R-6 (12 to 30); R-7 (4 to 12); R-8 
(1,2 or 3 known). ' 


Q. What was international coinage? —- M. J. Montrose, Calif. 


A. About the years 1870-1880 several countries saw the need for an 
international monetary unit. It was partially through the efforts 
of J. A. Kasson then the U. S. Minister in Austria, Dr. W. W. Hub- 
bell, inventor of Goloid Metal and a few other individuals who have 
been confused by the numerous types of foreign coins that this ex- 
perimentation came about. Our International coins were based on 
the four dollar stella. The theory was that a $4.00 denomination 
would assist our foreign trade as it would correspond to the Latin 
Monetary System used by many nations. There were several denom- 
inations struck. Needless to say nothing came of it except some 
exceptionally beautiful and rare coins.

Nineteenth century housewives 
and men shoppers had complete 
faith in the integrity of most of 
the Canadian tokens listed by 
Breton and Dr. Leroux, two of 
the most celebrated numismatists 
of Canada, and these important 
historical items existed during 
the various depressions and fin- 
ancial crisis of that country, 
admirable filling the shortage gap 
left many times by insufficient 
currency. 

During the issuance of Cana- 
dian tokens, Canada was a vast 
domain of many square miles in- 
to which were scattered small 
communities, a few significant 
cities, and isolated farms along 
a broken fringe of settlements 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
During one of the numerous hard 
times periods which started on 
1884 and continued acute until 
1890, a number of important 
banks became insolvent, which 
forced the revision of the Bank 
Act in 1890, and brought into 
being the Canadian Banker’s As- 
sociation in December 1891. As in 
eartliar times, tokens remained 
a good exchange currency, and 
were used regularly by the public, 
though a small group of ambi- 
tious coin collectors removed 
some of the better items from

A society of Canadian numis- 
matists with a “lust to learn,” 
and a “willingness to teach’”’ re- 
corded the doings of the times by 
listing and collecting all out- 
standing historic items including 
the scarce and rare medals and 
souvenirs of which not too much 
is known. Had not the following 
hobbyists laid the foundation of 
knowledge concerning these fine 
commemoratives, there is doubt 
whether the known number would 
be as large as it is. Besides Bre- 
ton and Dr. Leroux there were 
L. H. Renaud, John Dow, N. Mac- 
Farlane, George W. Parent, P. O. 
Tremblay, James Reid, Victor 
Morin, Robert W. Redfort all of 
Montreal, and R. O. Montambault 
of Quebec, Dr. Eugene G. Cour- 
teau, St. Jacques, Quebec, L. J. 
Casault, Ottawa, Joseph of Port 
Hope, and others. 


Dr. Courteau produced many 
valuable publications on Cana- 
dian subjects. His “Coins and 
Tokens” of Nova Scotia” in 1910, 
“Wellington Tokens” of 1915, 
Copper Tokens,” 1919, ‘“Habitant 
Tokens of Lower Canada (Pro- 
vence of Quebec)” 1927, and the 
“St. George Copper Tokens of the 
Bank of Upper Canada,” 1934 
shows a keen study and observa- 
tion of the subjects printed. The 

edals, and miscellaneous put 
orth in this article are items of 
real numismatic interest, and his- 
torically significant for high- 
lighting past Canadian events. 
Special credit should go to Dr. 
Leroux for his highly respected

His “Canadian Coin Cabinet, is 
in opinion a masterful journal of 
research, very accurate in classi- 
fication, and nicely illustrated.

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25 CENTS, SILVER - A HANDSOME COIN 
By Harold Don Allen | 


Two bits, a quarter dollar, call it what you will, in Canada its | 
only correct name is 25 cents. It is a silver coin, 800 fine, abundant | 
in circulation and surprisingly interesting to study and collect. 


The handsome caribou pieces, struck through the reigns of King 
George the present Queen, make an attractive set in themselves, 
and no really scarce dates. Earlier issues, with wreath and inscript-| 
ion, also are appealing coins, but really good specimens are becoming 
hard to find. Nevertheless, the basic size and purity of the coin is| 
unchanged since the first strikings of 1870, and there is no reason} 
why the occasional older piece should not turn up inCanadian change. | 


The “tough dates” of King George V are 1915 and 1927, but 
they are not as tough as all that! No coins were struck form 1922 | 
through 1926, due to a sizable backlog from the big strikings of the | 
five previous years. Unlike the half dollars, which include the 1921 
arch-rarity, the 25 cent pieces are not known to have been melted | 
down. The 1921 presumably was discontinued before the end of the} 
year, but the half million certainly reached circulation. In Canada, 
575,268 pieces does not make for a rare coin. 








The most interesting single sidelight of the 25 cent series is| 
that the 1936-dot CAN be collected. It is scarce, 153,685 struck, and | 
may be so worn that the date cannot be read, but the raised dot 
under the bow knot shows startling and clear. This is the one denom- 
ination of these early-1937 strikings which the collector reasonably 
can hope to possess, and indeed he may find it in his change. It is 
not particularly valuable. The 1 cent and 10 cent “dot” pieces, of 
course, are listed as thousand-dollar arch-rarities, but whether these 
pieces ever reached legitimate circulation, and if so why they never | 
are seen (since many are supposed to have been struck) never has| 
been established beyond doubt. 


| 


Earlier strikings, the Victorias and Edwards, are fine pieces, 
but gaps in the Victorian series stand out. With 66,340 struck, the | 
1889 is looked upon as decidedly scarce, the 1875 (though mint sta- | 
tistics report a million struck) proves rare. Since no coins were | 
minted in 1876 through 1879, one wonders if many of the 1875’s were | 
melted as surplus, but such assumptions are hard to justify at this 
late date. 


Subcontracting with the private Heaton Mint of Birmingham 
results in the coinage of eight dates bearing the “H” mark: two| 
other years were split between the Royal Mint (no mark) and the 
Heaton Mint. From 1908, coinage bears no mint mark, but was 
struck in Canada at the Ottawa Mint. 


The entire series of Canadian 25 cent pieces is interesting, and 
fairly accessible. Collecting it, or part of it, could be one of the more 
pleasant ways of becoming acquainted with Canada’s coins.
